1932 Freshmen Urged To Smile; 
Six-footers Join The Bike Parade

(Editor’s Note: This is third 
in a series of articles on the fas- 
cinating history of Santa Ana 
College commemorating the col- 
lege’s 50th anniversary.) 


“Smile, freshmen, and keep 
Santa Ana College on the recérd 
as one of the most friendly 
groups that can be found.” 


This is the message students 
read in the editor’s column, 
“Over the Editor’s Desk,” in the 
Sept. 7, 1932 issue of El Don. 


Students were also urged to 
“become acquainted with the 
faculty and avoid embarrass- 
ment.” The article did not men- 
tion what sort of embarrassing 
situations the students might 
meet. 


Registration that month ‘‘broke 


all records” with an enrollment 
of 705. 

Riding sidewalk bikes, single 
seaters and tandem bikes* of var- 
ious types and sizes, the Long- 
fellows, a men’s club, participat- 
ed in the annual Halloween par- 
ade in Anaheim. 

Club members, each of whom 
were over six feet tall, delighted 
watching crowds with tiny side- 
walk bikes, as they “rode around 
in a circle colliding and spilling 
each other.” 

Few students travel more than 
16 miles to attend SAC, yet in 
November, 1932, six dozen frogs 
traveled 1600 miles from New 
Orleans to attend a few labora- 
tory classes here. They were used 
in experimentation and demon- 
stration in zoology and physio- 
logy classes. 


SAC was believed to be “the 
only junior college in the world 


to appear on regular radio pro- 
grams.” In January, 19338, the 
programs were run by _ the 
associated students at the invita- 
tion of Wallace Wiggens, pro- 
gram direction of KREG. 

Indians from the Pala reser- 
vation near Oceanside gave dance 
ceremonies on campus May. 12, 
1933, , Oss 

Wednesday, Sept. 6, 1933, 
this notice appeared in El] Don: 
“Don’t forget to study your frosh 
bibles carefully, freshmen, be- 
cause you are liable to be asked 
to recite from it almost any time. 
And if you are ever caught with- 
out your beanie, you might as 
well withdraw from school im- 
mediately.” 

Santa Ana College had two 
unusually daring students en- 
rolled that year. A young man 
registered in the women’s hy- 
giene course, and a coed signed 
up to be with the men in their 
health class. 

They insisted it was the “fault 
of the office” and after one day 
in the classes decided that the 
proper courses would “suit them 
better.” 

Spinsters went a-knitting in 
October, 1933. At a meeting they 
all brought needles and yarn and 
had a regular old chin fest. “Such 
domestic souls.”

If the two colleges,,and two 
unified districts do combine, ad- 
ditional taxes, plus an $8 million 
bond issue by Garden Grove and 
Orange taxpayers would be re- 
quired to bring about a single dis- 
trict. 


Approval by school district 


- trustees by Feb. 15 is called for 


by the unification schedule. The 
plan would then be submitted to 
the County Committee on School 
District reorganization for its ap- 


proval and passed on to the state. 


Orange Coast officials, taking 
the lead in forwarding the pro- 
posal, have approved a trustee 
arrangement which would provide 
for a district-wide election of 
trustees. 

One trustee, however, would 
represent each of the five uni- 
fied or high school districts with- 
in the junior college district — 
Newport Harbor, Huntington 
Beach, Santa Ana, Orange and 
Garden Grove.

SAC President John E. John- 
son said the central Orange 
County district would be ‘‘a good 
program, educationally and fi- 
nancially. The district would be 
able to offer many special pro-

Returning to the sports scene 
following World War II, Santa 
Ana College had its largest 
tirnout for football in the 
school’s history, 110, including 
many mature servicemen. 

This large turnout provided 
head coach Bill Cook with per- 
haps the best J.C. team in the 
nation for 1945, although Comp- 
ton was chosen to represent the 
west in the Junior Rose Bowl. 

The Dons were undefeated in 
1945 as the SAC victory banner 
flew seven times. War time trav- 
el restrictions forced the Dons to 
abandon their normal nine game 
schedule. It was during the 1945 
season, that the Dons switched 
from the old single-wing forma- 
tion to the T. 

The Dons had many individual 
stars including tackle Bill Mayes 
who was chosen Most Valuable 
Player. Selected for the All- 
Southern California J.C. team 
were: George Roussous, tackle, 
Bill Shefflin, center, Jack Picker- 
ing, halfback, and Al Cantor, 
quarterback.
